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ImprovenienLS in Aitacnrnents icr Furniture.-'-. 


1, Edwakd Earrell, a Citizen of the 
United States of America, of 45, West 
112th Street, formerly of 456, Ninth 
Avenue, both in the City, County and 
5 State of New York, United States of 
America, Decorator, do hereby declare the 
nature of this invention and in what 
manner the same is to be performed, to 
be particularly described and ascertained 
10 in and by the following statement ; — 

The present invention relates to 
improvements in attachments for furni- 
ture, and more particularly it pertains to 
devico^ pspecially adapted for attachment 
15 to articles of furniture to prevent insects 
from crawling up the legs thereof, and 
commonly known as insect guards. 

The invention has for a main object, tlie 
provision of a device of the above char- 
20 acter which is especially adapted for use 
in connection with articles of furniture 
mounted upon casters, and the. device 
includes a novel insecticide carrying- well 
or cup adapted to be interposed between a 
ca&ter and the end of the lep: of au article 
of furniture, the insecticide actin<^ as u 
harrier which prevents insects from crawl- 
ing from the easier to the le;? of the article 
of furniture. 

A further object of the inveutiion resides 
in the provision of a lure to attract tlie 
insect- into tlie inseeiicide well or cup 
and thereby result in tlieii- destiuction. 

Ai'uvther object of the viiventiv)ii resides 
in the provision of a device of the a])o\»^ 
mentioned charnctei' wljicli nuiy be readily 
disassenil)led for the purpose- of {-leanina- 
and refining the same witli a a insectici(h». 
y Accordinp; to the present invention T 
'^^ provide a device of the character described 
«!omprising an insect 'cide carry iuur well or 
cup with verticiiUystraiirht wails, a tubular 
member with walls beinj.^ parallel to the 
wall*^ t)f the cup for the reception of a 
45 caster shank and a cover- for said cup or 
v/e.'i, I he injier e;lL>e of said eov«'r beiuu" 
f?nof'e4l from said tubular extension. 

Reference will now be made to llie 
.'Ktcompauyiufr drawiuu:. in which; 
50 Figure I is a delail sectional view of a 
device constructed in accordance with ihe 
present invention, and 

Figure 2 is a horizontal sectional view

taken on the line 2 — 2 of Figure 1. 

In the drawiiiu, the reference character 
5 designates ilie leg of an article of furni- 
ture, provi(ieu with the ordinary caster 
shank receiving socket 6. The numeral 7 
designates the custer shank upon the lower 
end of which is mounted in any desired 
manner, a (.-u^ier such as 8. 

In accoi-'lani-e with the present inven- 
tion, a veeeinucle 9 which forms a well or 
cup for a suirabie insecticide 10 is inter- 
posed betwetMi the caster 8, and the free 
or lower eii.i oi: tiie leg -y of the article of 
Furniture. Tiie receptacle 9 is preferably 
formed of o!ie piece of material, and has a 
centrally di-pj'-od tubular extension 11 for 
the reception of the caster shank 7, which 
projects to a point above the open or 
upper edge of the receptacle 9 as indicated 
at 12. The receptacle may rest upon a 
shoulder L"] formed on the caster shank 7, 
and the wei'jlit of the article of furniture 
is carried Uj)'Ui the upper end of the 
tubidar exten-iion IK the lower end of the 
leg 5 of vlie ui tide of furniture resting 
directly thereon. 

A cover 14 is provirled for the recep- 
iacle 9. and -^aid cover has an outer flanffe 
lo and a suiisumtially centrally arranged 
opening 10. Kxtending downwardly from 
ttu^ edge ot ::5e opening 15 of the cover 
14 there are- a plurality of depending 
members IT. which may .be formed by 
radially the cover, and bending 

the portion^ intermediate said split as 
•indicated ai IS. SuspendiuLr from each of 
the deneiidinj- members 17, tliere is an 
insect lure 10 preferably in the form of 
smnll bun<'he< of fibrous material such as 
absorbent ootron or the like. 

The insect lures 19 are i)referably par- 
tiallv satin a ted v. ith the insecticide 10, 
the level of so id insecticide in the recep- 
tacle beinsr such that the lower portions at 
least of tile insect lures 19 will touch the 
=urface of the insecticide and thereby 
become partinlly saturated. 

From the foren-oinc: it will be obvious 
that insects crawline up the caster and 
around the outside of the receptacle 9, and 
over the cover thereof will he confronted 
bv the central onening 16 of the cover 
wliich is so spaced from tubular extension 
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11 of the receptacle as to prevent the 
insect reaching said tubular extension. 
Upon seeint^ the lures 19, the insects 
crawl dowmvardly of the depeucliiig mem- 
g bers 17 and into the lure 19 T^'liich latter 
being* saturated with the insecticide, 
insures destruction of the insects. 

While in the present ilhisiiation the 
invention has been set forth iu u preferred 

iO form, it is to be understood thru the inven- 
tion is not limited to the form in which 
it is herein shown, but may \)v cvornted 
in other forms wliirli riuhiTuily fall 
within the scope of the ap|)eii(i» claims. 

15 Having now particularly de.^f i ; itfd and 
ascertained the nature of my >;iM inveu- 
tion and J a what manner tht- -a me 
to he perforjned, I derlarr li;;.- wlmi T 
claim is : — 

'20 I. A device of tlie characit-r r.>Lribefl 
comprising' an inseciicide carryinL'- well 
or cup with vertically strainin avuHs, a 
tubular member with walls beiuij parallel 
to the walls of the cup^for the lecepiion of 
a caster shank and a cover for said cup 


or well, the inner edge of said cover being 
spaced from said tubular extension. 

2. A device according to claim 1, in 
which the cover has a central opening and 
a plurality of depending members defin- 30 
ing the edge of the central opening of the 
cover.. 

o, A device according to claim 1 or 2, 
including a plurality of insect lures 
depending from said cover into the insecti- 35 
cide well or cup and in spaced relation 
to the side walls of the insecticide well or 
cup. 

4. A device according to claim 3, in 

whi( h each of said insect liire.s con-_ 40 
prise> a bunch of fibrous material. 

•3. A device substantially as shown, 
dt^i rihed and for the purpose set forth.

Device for Preventing llie Invasion of Buildings by Ants, Termites 

and the like 


I, liit^RST Dupuxs, of UeDeus, Vau<l, 
Swilzorlniul, of Swiss luitiwriality, do 
lu'ieby cIiM'.laru Uio uatarc oJ' Ihia inven- 
tion and iu what manner the samo is to 
,5 be performed, to be. particularly described 
LiuJ ascortaiued in and by the following 
statemeut : — 

The prrspuL invention relates U> a 
device for preveiitiug the invasion of 
10 buihliugs by ants, termites and similar 
insci'is, of the l.y[)e in which bol.wecii th(» 
fou:n(lutioa btocks and joist framewoxk 
the huihiiiig" are iirovidcrl two platens 
in Iho f{)rni of nods ,tiic lower plate form- 
15 iuji' A ccMiUiiijer intended t«i receive a 
toxic liquid. 

Thia invention consists of an impix)ved 
device of the type above referred to in 
which, the plaLcs are hold in ywsition 
20 firstly !»y means of a bolt anchored in the 
foundation block and scrvinjs: to connect 
the j<»ish frmnewo)'lr ix) said block, and 
.secondly by oieans of a cross jncce lioldin^ 
tlicni npuH. 
25 The invention fur til er cojisists in ihnt 
the Lower phiie is provided a central 

tubiui^ the npper part of wliicb pro-jects 
beyond the rim of the plate and servin^j 
for centering: and locking the cross piece. 

Tlic ncronipnnyinj? drawing rcprcs-t^nts, 
by wo.y t»f example, on« form of cnibodi- 
nicni of device accordinff to the in- 
vcnUou. 

Tlie left half of Figure 1 is an ekva- 
36 tion nnd the right half a vertical scctian : 
l''igtin; 2 nhowrt partly in pUui piirts of 
the device reprcsflnted in Figure 1. 

In the fnnn oP embodiment shawn in 
the drawing, 1 is a part of a foundation 
40 block usually constructed of concrete and 
p^)(vjtM'.tin^ a few con ti metres above the 
level («f the ground. In this block is an- 
chored by means of a cramping hook 2 a 
vertical bolt 3. 

On this bolt are threaded two plates 4 
and f) in the form of hods arranged hori- 
zoo tally nnc alwvro tlio «>ther and hold at 
a dishTnce apart bv means of .a cro^spiece 
G. 

The lower plate 4 is placed directly on 
iho horizontal surface of tlie foundation 
blorh niid forms a container which if filled 
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with «a toxic liquid "7, for example loil 
mixed with a strong poison having an 
arMonic base a.nd giving' olT no.xion.s S6 
vapour.s. A central tubing 3 is integral 
with the plate 4 and its upper part pro- 
jects a few millimetrftR beyond the rim of 
the plate. This tubing is concentric with 
the hole i)f I he plate tlixoiigli which passes 60 
the holt 3 and is cnibedtlod iu the tubular 
part of the cixjsspiccc G. Ic serves to pre- 
vni\h iln^ lie pi id 7 from overflowing into 
the central part of the plate and at the 
same time constitutes a reference point 65 
for ccnirin^r and holding tlie crosspiece G 
in position . 

The upper plate 5 which has the same 
f/orm as the plate 4 but is of a larger dia- 
meter, is threaded on the bolt 3 in the 70 
opposite direction so as to forin a eover 
the riui. of which, turned downward, 
serves to protect the lower part of the 
device. The bottom of the plate 5 rests 
on the flange of the crosspiece 6. 75 

in the form of construction shown the 
/>criineter of the j)lal-(?R 4 and ') is octa- 
gonal. It is obvious that tliese plates 
may have any other number .of sides or 
a circular pcripherj'- 

The securing bolt 3 projects beyond the 
bottoTU of tlic pltate 5 in such a way as to 
facilitnto the aer.uring of the benms 9 of 
the building wliich rests on the. hori- 
zontal bottom .of the plate 5. On the end 85 
of the bolt 3 is screwed a clamp nut iot 
the assembly. 

ll will be evident Ibnt it will be nocfifi- 
sary according U} the size of the ctwatmc- 
tion, to distribute a ccr^iin number of 90 
these devices to the diiterent support 
Pioinis of the joist framework on the 
foun da tion. 

In.sects such as ants, tcrniiics, etc., 
eagerly seeking food stored in the build- 95 
ing, in attempting to arrive at the joist 
framework must fijst pass into the toxic 
liquid contained in the lower plate. 
Goncrnlly tihoy are already Rtopped at tho 
rim of the lower plate 4 and are ilestroyed iqq 
by the vai)0urs from the To::^ic liquid. 

The device described which is suitable 
for light buildings, chalets, granaries 
etc, 13 more particularly* intended to be 
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used ia liol countries. Tlxo onangcnicnt 
(Icsitribcil peTiiiil.R a vory soVu] nflsoniMy of 
the foundation vrith. the joist frajnewot-k 
and ensures at tlio same time, on -account 
5 of llic frc(! apace reserved bctiireen tlio 
joij^t frnnicworJc and tlift foundation, a 
pood ncTftlidn of tlie lottci*, wliilo profccct- 
iii^ it fn»m moisture wliicli often pro- 
duces rotting of the wood. 
10 Itavinp now particularly described and 
ascerl;iined the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what mnnncr tho same is to 
be perfomind, T. declare that what I clnJm 
is : — 

15 1, An improved device of the type here- 
inbefore referred to in which tlie plates 
. are lield in position firstly by means K>f a 
holt ntiehnred in tho foiinclation hloelc 


and aerviuff to connect th joist iraiue- 
work to said block -and secondly by means 20 
of a cwss piece noldinff tliem apart. 

2. An improved device as claxnicd in 
Claim i, characterised by the feature 
tliat the lower plate is provided with ^ 
central tubing the u^)por part of wluch 25 
pi-ojects beyond tlio nm of tho plate and 
servin<y for centringr and iockinff said 
cross piece. 

3. The improved device for proventiu;^ 
the invasion of buildings 1>y anl.s, 80 
torjiutes and the like suhatnnUally as 
hercinhefiorc deserihed and illustrated in 
(he accompanying drawing.
